Do not use апу other type of 
battery. Do not leave batteries in the Alarm Clock Radio unused for extended periods of time. 
Always ensure when changing the batteries you do not mix old batteries with new batteries. 


. This Alarm Clock Radio is intended to be used indoors, for household use only. If using 


outdoors, please ensure that it is brought inside after use. 


Do not expose the batteries to excessive heat, direct sunlight, open flames or any other heat 
sources. 


Never operate the Alarm Clock Radio with wet hands, submerge under water or spill liquids 
into or onto the device. Do not place objects filled with liquids, such as vases or jugs on or near 
the Alarm Clock Radio.

If there is no battery in the back-up battery compartment, the time and alarm settings will be 
lost when the power cord is disconnected for cleaning, maintenance or storage. Reset the time 
and alarm settings after reconnecting the power cord (see Battery Backup for Alarm Clock 
Radio Memory on page 09 of this manual for more detailed instructions).

POWER Press and hold to switch between clock mode and radio mode. 
IMPORTANT: Pay attention to the active mode (clock/radio) when 
using the below functions. Each function will only work when in the 
correct mode. 
TIME In clock mode, press to adjust the time. 
MEMORY In radio mode, press to manually save active radio stations to preset 
memory. 
SCAN In radio mode, press and hold to automatically search for radio stations. 
Radio frequencies with a strong enough signal will automatically be saved as 
a preset station. 
CH- In radio mode, press repeatedly to access a previous preset station from P20 
to P01 
AL 0FF In clock mode, press to turn off the alarms sets. 
CH+ In radio mode, press repeatedly to access a previous preset station from P20 
to P01. 
AL MODE In alarm mode, press to access the alarm tone setting for alarm 1 (AL1) or 
alarm 2 (AL2). 
VOL- In radio mode, press to decrease the volume. 
AL1/AL2 In clock mode, press to access and adjust alarm 1 or alarm 2. 
VOL+ In radio mode, press to increase the volume. 
SNOOZE When an alarm is activated, press to snooze the alarm for 9 minutes. 
BAND In radio mode, press to switch between AM and FM. 
12/24H In clock mode, press to switch between 12 and 24 hour display. 
SLEEP In clock mode or radio mode, press to set the sleep timer. 
TUN- In clock mode, press repeatedly to change the brightness of the display. In 
radio mode, press to tune to lower frequency radio stations. 
MIN In clock setting mode, press to adjust the minutes to set the time. 
DIMMER In clock mode, press to adjust the brightness of the LED display. 
TUN+ In radio mode, press to tune to higher frequency radio stations. 
HOUR In clock setting mode, press to adjust the hours to set the time.

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Getting Started 


Before First Use 


Prior to using your Alarm Clock Radio, please read all safety and operating instructions thoroughly. 
Please ensure you follow the steps below before using this product. We recommend you keep the 
original packaging for storing your Alarm Clock Radio when not in use. 


1. 
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Unpack the product but keep all packaging material until you have made sure your new Alarm 
Clock Radio is undamaged and in good working order. Plastic wrapping can be a suffocation 
hazard for babies and young children so ensure all packaging materials are out of their reach. 


Remove the twist-tie which is securing the electrical cord. Uncoil the cord and straighten it to 
remove any kinks. Do not use the product if the cord or plug is damaged, please call the After 
Sales Support line for further advice. 


Remove the twist-tie which is securing the FM antenna on the back of the Alarm Clock Radio. 
Uncoil the wire and extended it to remove any kinks. Determine a way to install the FM antenna 
іп a position to get the best reception. Radio frequency will vary depending on location. 


Install 2x AAA batteries (not included) into the battery compartment. Open the battery 
compartment cover located on the bottom of the Alarm Clock Radio. Make sure you observe the 


proper polarity markings (“+” and “-” as indicated inside the battery compartment and insert 2x 
AAA batteries into the battery compartment. Reattach the cover of the battery compartment. 


Place the Alarm Clock Radio on a flat, level surface. Make sure it is not subject to vibrations or 
movement. 
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Instructions 


Battery Backup for Alarm Clock Radio Memory 


The backup battery featured on the Alarm Clock Radio preserves the current time, alarm settings 
and the stored radio stations on the device to ensure these settings are not lost in the event of 
interrupted power, such as unplugging the power cord or in the event of a power failure. All settings 
will be stored in the memory, however once the power is restored, the time setting may require a 
slight adjustment to display an accurate time display. 


If the power has been interrupted and there are no batteries installed, the LED display will blink 
“0:00” once the Alarm Clock Radio is turned back on. This indicates that the Alarm Clock Radio has 
been reset to factory settings, and you will need to reset the time, alarm settings and any saved 
radio stations that may have been previously stored to memory. To install the batteries into the 
Alarm Clock Radio: 


1. Ореп the battery compartment cover located on the bottom of the Alarm Clock Radio. Make 


sure you observe the proper polarity markings (“+” and “-”) as indicated inside the battery 
compartment and insert 2x AAA batteries into the battery compartment.

Reattach the cover of the battery compartment. 


NOTE: Ensure the batteries are installed correctly before using the unit. Incorrectly installing 
the batteries can damage the unit. 


NOTE: Batteries will only act as a backup memory, they will not supply power to the Alarm 
Clock Radio. 


NOTE: If you do not plan to use the Alarm Clock Radio for an extended period of time, 
remove the batteries. Old or leaking batteries may damage to the unit and void the warranty. 


IMPORTANT: Dispose of all used batteries at designated disposal points. Never dispose of 


batteries in a fire as this may cause an explosion or leakage of dangerous chemicals and 
fumes. 


Setting the Clock 


When the Alarm Clock Radio is connected to a power outlet for the first time, the LED display will 
flash “0:00” indicating factory setting. To set the clock, the Alarm Clock Radio must be in clock mode 
(clock mode is active when the time is displayed and there are no illuminated indicator lights next to 
the AM and FM markings on the LED display screen). 
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Instructions (cont) 


1. After first connecting the Alarm Clock Radio to power, press the TIME button once and “24H” 
will begin to flash. 


2. Use the 12/24H button to select either 12 hour or 24 hour clock format. Press the TIME 
button to confirm the selection. This selection will determine the format the clock is displayed 
in. For example 6.00pm will be displayed as “18:00” (24H) or “6:00” and the “PM” indicator light 
on the top left hand side of the LED display screen will be illuminated (12H). 


3. Опсе the clock format is confirmed, the hour and minute selections will begin to flash to 
enable you to adjust the time on the Alarm Clock Radio. 


4. Use the HOUR button to adjust the hour, and use the MIN button to adjust the minutes until 
the correct time is displayed. Press the TIME button to confirm. 


NOTE: Hours and minutes run forward only. If you pass a desired time, continue to press the 
MIN or HOUR buttons until the time cycles back around. 
Listening to the Radio 


To activate radio mode press and hold the POWER button. The radio frequency “87.5” will display on 
the LED display screen. Press the VOL- or VOL+ button to adjust the volume to your desired level. 


Press the BAND button to select the AM or FM radio band, the FM band is active when the “FM” 
indicator light on the LED display screen is illuminated. The AM band is active when the “AM” 
indicator light is illuminated. 


You have two options to search for the radio stations; manually or automatically. 
Manually Searching Radio Stations 

You can manually search stations by using the TUN- and TUN+ buttons. 

1. Press and hold the POWER button to enter radio mode. 

2. Press the BAND button to choose AM or FM mode. 


3. Press the TUN- or TUN+ button to manually tune to a radio station. In AM mode, press the 
TUN- or TUN+ button once and the radio will decrease or increase in increments of 9Hz. In 
FM mode, press the TUN- or TUN+ button once and the radio will decrease or increase in 
increments of 0.1 MHz. 


4. Alternatively press and hold the TUN- or TUN+ button, the radio will start automatic scan until 
the next station available in your area is reached. 


5. To save this station or frequency, press the MEMORY button to activate preset mode; the 
display will flash “P01”. 
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Instructions (cont) 


6. Press the CH- or CH+ button to choose the program preset number from P01 and P20. 


7. Press the MEMORY button to save the current frequency as preset 01 or to desired preset 
number. 


8. Use the VOL- or VOL+ button to adjust the radio volume to the desired level. 
U00 = Mute 
U01 = Lowest Volume 
016 = Highest Volume 


Auto Searching Radio Stations 


You can store up to 20 preset radio stations (P01-P20) to memory on the AM band and another 20 
on the FM band. 


To search for stations automatically, 

1. Press and hold the POWER button to enter radio mode. 

2. Press the BAND button to select the radio band AM or FM. 

3. Press and hold the SCAN button until the Alarm Clock Radio starts the automatic scanning 
for the stations. The Alarm Clock Radio will automatically search for stations with a strong 
enough signal and store them under the empty preset channel numbers (P01, P02, P03...). 

4. After the Alarm Clock Radio has scanned through the frequency or saved the maximum 
number of stations (20), it will stop the scan automatically. You can now access the saved 
stations by pressing the CH- or CH+ button. 

5. Use the VOL- or VOL+ button to adjust the radio volume to the desired level. 

U00 = Mute 


U01 = Lowest Volume 
U16 = Highest Volume 


NOTE: Stations with a weak signal can only be tuned in manually. 


Turning Off the Radio 


While in radio mode, press the POWER button until the radio turns off and time is displayed on the 
LED screen (i.e., standby). 
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Instructions (cont) 


Setting the Alarms 


To set the alarms, the Alarm Clock Radio must be in clock mode. The clock mode is activated when 
the time is displayed and there are no illuminated indicator lights next to the AM and FM markings 
on the LED display screen. If you аге in radio mode, press and hold the POWER button until you exit 
radio mode. To set the alarm time: 


1. Press the AL1 button once to set alarm 1. The LED display screen will flash “12:00” if 12H time 
is used, or “0:00” if 24H time is used. 


2. Use the HOUR button to adjust the hour, and use the MIN button to adjust the minutes until 
the desired alarm time is displayed. Press the AL1 button to confirm and the “AL1” indicator 
light will illuminate on the display screen. 


3. Press the AL OFF button to turn the alarm off. The “AL1” indicator light on the LED display 
screen will flash, press the “AL1” button and then press AL OFF button once more to confirm. 
If another alarm is required the following day, make sure the alarm is reset and the indicator 
light next to “AL1” or “AL2” on the LED display screen is illuminated. 


To set the alarm tone of the set alarm between buzzer, FM radio and AM radio: 


1. Ensure the Alarm Clock Radio is іп the clock mode. To switch from the radio mode to clock 
mode, press and hold the POWER button. 


2. In the clock mode, press the AL1 button for selecting alarm 1 ог AL2 for selecting alarm 2. 


3. Press the AL MODE button repeatedly to cycle through selection of “bb” (beeping sound), FM 
radio and AM radio: 


• То set a beeping sound as the alarm tone, select “bb”, and press AL1 to confirm, or press the 
AL2 button to confirm if it’s for alarm 2. 


• To set a radio station as the alarm tone, select the АМ or FM radio frequency flashing on the 
LED display screen. The AM or FM radio station will default to the station that is currently 
active in radio mode, so ensure that the desired radio station has been selected in radio mode 
before switching to clock mode to set a radio alarm. Press AL1 to confirm, or press the AL2 
button to confirm if it's for alarm 2. 


NOTE: You cannot adjust the radio station to set as an alarm tone while in clock mode. 
To change the radio station alarm tone return to radio mode, select the AM or FM radio 


frequency you wish to set as your alarm tone, and return to clock mode to set the alarm 
setting again. 
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Instructions (cont) 


IMPORTANT: If a radio alarm tone has been set, the alarm will not activate if the radio is 


already on. So when using the radio as an alarm, ensure that the Alarm Clock Radio is in 
clock mode, before going to sleep. 


NOTE: All steps above apply when setting a second alarm. Simply substitute AL1 with AL2. 


Snooze Function 


Whenever the alarm (radio or buzzer) activates, it can be temporarily suspended for 9 minutes by 
pressing the SN00ZE button once. 


The “AL1” or “AL2” indicator light will begin to flash to indicate that the snooze function has been 
activated. The alarm will then sound again automatically after 9 minutes. 


To cancel the snooze function, press the AL ОҒЕ button. The snooze function will continue up to 10 
times. 


LED Display Screen Dimmer 


You are able to adjust the brightness of the LED display screen. 


1. Firstly exit out of radio mode by pressing and holding the POWER button until the “АМ” or “FM 
indicator light disappears. 


2. Press the DIMMER button once and the LED display will illuminate very bright. 
3. Press the DIMMER button again and the LED display will turn off completely. 


4. Press the DIMMER button a third time and the LED display will return to a moderate light 
intensity. 


Sleep Setting 


Setting the Alarm Clock Radio оп a sleep timer enables you to fall asleep listening to music апа 
automatically shuts off after a selected period of time. You can program the sleep timer to play the 
radio for up to 2 hours. 


Press the SLEEP button and the radio will turn on. The “SLEEP” indicator light will also illuminate, 
and the LED display screen will display “120” which refers to the total countdown in minutes until 
the sleep function is activated (i.e. if 120 is confirmed the radio will play for 120 minutes, then this 
the radio will turn off and enter sleep mode).

Instructions (cont) 


Press the SLEEP button to decrease the sleep countdown by 10 minute increments. Once you 
have selected your desired sleep time the Alarm Clock Radio will automatically save the number of 
minutes (you do not have to press another button to save the timer). 


While the sleep function is activated you can change the radio station as desired (please see 
Listening to the Radio on page 10 of this manual for detailed instructions).

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Other Useful Information 


Cleaning and Maintenance 
1. Always disconnect the Alarm Clock Radio from the power outlet before cleaning. 


2. The Alarm Clock Radio will require “dusting” to keep it clean. Use a standard duster or dry 
microfibre cloth to remove the dust from the device. 
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If the Alarm Clock Radio does become soiled with anything other than dust on the exterior, clean 
the device by wiping over the surface with a slightly damp cloth and then polish dry with a soft 
cloth. 


IMPORTANT: Ensure that no moisture or liquids enter the Alarm Clock Radio, particularly 
around the front panel. 

NOTE: Do not use detergents or abrasive cleaners, and do not allow moisture, water or other 
liquids to enter the Alarm Clock Radio. 


NOTE: If there is no battery in the back-up battery compartment, the time and alarm settings 


will be lost when the power cord is disconnected for cleaning, maintenance or storage. Reset 
the time and alarm settings after reconnecting the power cord. 


Storage 

e Before packing the Alarm Clock Radio away for storage, ensure it is clean and free of dust. 
• Werecommend storing the Alarm Clock Radio іп its original carton to protect it from dust. 
e Store the Alarm Clock Radio іп a clean and dry place, out of children's reach. 


e Do not place heavy objects on top during storage.
